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DOCTORS FIGHT A DUEL

Bloody Encounter Between H. R. Holmes
and A. \. z\ﬂs[ilund.

THE LATTER MAY BE FATALLY HURT

T™h eo Bullet Wounas for Each--One
I’nysician Claimed the Otheor Had

Defamed His Character.

Porrraxp, Or., Aog. 17.—A remark-
able duel with pistols, which has thus
far resulted in no fatalities, took place
shortly pefore noon yesterday in the
Dekum bnilding, between Dr. IHoratio
R. Holmes, a very prominent physician,
and Dr. Andres A. Auspland, a yonnger
member of the professor. The shooting
tock place in Dr. Holmes, reception-
room, on the fourth floor of the building,
where Dr. Ausplund had attempted, at
the point of a pistol, so Holines states,
to coerce his brotber physician into sign-
ng n retraction of some damaging slate-
ments he alleges Holmes had made con-
cerning himself and friends, among the
latter, presumably, Mre. Dr. Chambers,
resident physician at the Portland hos-
pital. Incidentally puablicity has been
given to a serions ecandal at the Port-
lana hospital, in which Dr* Chambers
was the central figare; and it was the
attitnde of Dr. Holmes, who was until
recently connected with the medizal
staff of that institntion, toward Dr
Chambers, who ie & personal friend of
Dr. Ausplund, that nerved the Iatter to
hiarash deed.

The shooting was highly sensational
in ali ite details. Dr. Holmes is a
prominent member of Portland’s med-
ical profession, and his office iz in the
very heart of the eity. The exchange of
pistol shots drew the attention of an im-
mense crowd, which blocked the busiest
corner in the city for nearly an hour.
The motive for the crime and the pnbli-
eation of the tronble at the Portland
hospital gives added coloring to the story
of the duel, which would have been to
the death had not the participants dis-
bled each other by pistol shots that
were not necessarily fatal. Aeg itis, the
life of Dr. Auasplund is despaired of.
Dr. Holmes was severely shot, buat will

ang drawing it hastily, retnrned Ans-

plund’e fire. So cloge were the two men
i together that the paper which Aunsplond
| bad prepared, and which Holmes stiil

New Yok, Aug. 16.—The Herald's
eorrespondent at Guaysquil, Ecnador,
sends word that he has jost received
news of a battle which was fought near
Rio Bamba between the forces of Alfaro
and Sarasti, The former acheived a de-
cigive victory, and Colonel Medaro Alfa-
ro took priconer Colonel Liaburn, Gener-
al Sarasti's chief of staff. It js believed
that the lbss must have been heavy, as
8000 men were engaged on both sidea.
It is known, however, that General Al-
faro’s soldiers took 100 prisoners,inclod-
ing several officers, and that General
Saraeti’s force was redoced to 400 men
as o result of the engagement,

HOW THE AFFEAY DEGAN.

The shooting occured at about 11:45
o'clock. The sceneg was room 28 on the |
fourth floor of the Deknm bnilding, |
which is ocenpied in common by Dre.
Holmes and Amos a3 a reception room.
There wers no epectators, even after the
doeliste had left the office, and were
fighiog in the hall, and it was not uvntil
the combatants were unable longer to
continne their murderous work that
others appeared on the ecene. Accounts
differ as to the nnmber of shots fired,
but it is certain that there were at least
gix, for that many took effect, three on
each of the duelists. It is difficnlt to
get at the exact Tacts as to how the fight
commenced, as the combatants tell dii-
ferent stories, but it was substantially
as follows:

Dr. Holmes was on his way to his of-
fice after a call wpon City Physician
Wheeler, when he met Dr. Ausplund at
the entrance to the building. They
must have paesed np the stairs from the
Washington-street entrance, as the ele-
vator men did not see them. They
must have been talking heatedly when
they entered the office, for Lhe door was
left open; still, the occupanta of adjoin-
ing offices heard no lond talk. 'The first
intimation that there was tronble was
the fussillade of pistol shots, which
commenced within & very short time
alter they had entered the office,

Dr. Ausplond demanded that Dr.
Holmes mgn the written retraction
which he had prepared. Dr. Holmes
read it over, and said calmly :

“*1 cannot gign that, for I would then
be lying, and I won’t lie for any one,”

“If you do not eign this paper at
once,” said Ausplund excitedly, “one of
us must go into eternity.”

So far the stories ol the duelists agree,
Dr. Holines eaid that he ordered his

visitor ont of the office, and upon the
latter refusing to go, and exhibiting &
pistol to enforce his demand, struck
him in the face with his clenched fist.
Then Ausplund opened fire, hie first ball
striking Holme§ just onder the left
breast, passing around the body under
the Jbut doing no serious damage,
pod Lo cecond passing through the
loose flesh under the chin, Dr. Holmes
is known to be & very cool man, and he
did not lose his presence of mind when
Ausplund’s pistol cracked. He had put
2 38-caliber revolver in his pocket on
the previous evening, baving been

General Imboden.
Ricemosp, Va., Aog. 16.—General
John D. Imboden, the famous Confeder-
ate cavalry general, who died yesterday
at Abington, in eouthwestern Virginia,
was a gradoate of the Virginia military
institute. He parcipitated in all the
prioncipal battles of the Rebellion. After
the war he engaged largely in mining
and railroad enterprises, but met fre-
quent reverses and died poor. He was
75 years old, and was married four times.

St. Lovrs, Aug. 16,—The north-boand
paseenger train on the Cotton Belt rail-
road ran throngh an open switch at
Stramp's station, Ark., last night, The
engine and baggage and mail cars rolled
down an embankment. No passengers
were hurt. Webk, the engineer, and

F. McCabe, an express messenger, had
his leg broken; Cleveland, & mail clerk,
bad his arm dislocated, and J. P. Blaud,
a Pallman conductor,fractured hisankle.

MANY PERSONS KILLED

A Denver Hotel Wreeked by
an Explosion.

FIRE ADDS 7170 THE HORROR

—_—

From the Mass of Wreckage Can Be
Heard the Mosns of the Ipjured
and the Dying.

Desver, Aug. 19.—The Gumry hotel,
No, 1726 to 1737 Lawrence strect, was
wrecked by & terrific explosion at 12:10
this (Monday) morning, the entire rear
balf of the building, a five-story brick
and stone structore, going down with a
crash. The hotel was crowded with
guests, and many of them must have
been killed, as well as the entire force
of hotel employes who were sleeping in
that portion of the building. On both
sides of Lawrence street from Seven-
teenth to Eighteenth etreet, and on
Lawrence etreet directly back of the
Gumry, the plategluse windows of the
business honses were blown in and &
number of pedestrians were injured by
falling glaes. The fronts of many build-
ings in the yicinity were badly wrecked.

The hotel stracture, for 100 feet along
the alley, and extending for 75 feet to-
ward the front, is merely a mass of de-
brie. Brick and plaster are piled in a
heap 20 feet high, and from this mass of
wreckage can be heard the moans of the
injored and dying.

At 12:35 five injored people had been
taken out. They were all inmates ot
the upper story, and sunk down with
the floors, eseaping more fortunately
than those below, who are still buried
in the ruine, :

The fireman ‘are working like beavers
digging into the debris, but are making
little progress,

The remaining portion of the building,
{rom which the guests are being removed
by laddere as fast as possible, is expected
to fall any moment, and precautions to
avert forther loes of life add to the dil-
ficalty in reaching the dead and injored.

By some estimates 40 people were in
the portion of the hotel destroyed, near-
ly all of whom must be dead. It will be
morning before a correct list can be ob-
tained.

The cause of the explosion is uncertain,
but it is supposed that the battery of
boilers in the hotel basement must have
exploded.

The sound of the explosion was heard
throughout the city, awakening people
in bed a mile from the scene. A clond
of dust was thrown a thousand feet into
the air, and as there is nota breatn of
air stirring, it still hangs in the air like
a huge colomn. Minule atoms of pow-
dered brick and mortar are descending
like gentle snow many blocks away,

At 12:50 the ronins are burning fierce-
ly, and the firemen have been obliged to
retreat from the work of rescoe. KFvery
engine 1n the city is pouring streams of
waier into the seething muwez, but the
flames cannot possibly be gotten under
control before many of the Injured have
been cremated,

Ag their chances of escape lessen fthe
eries of the imprisoned people are in-
creasing, heartrending shrieks rising
from every portion of the great mass of
wreckage. Feare are now entertained
that the front portion of the building,
which seems Lo be toltering, will fall
and bury the firemen at their work,

The total loss, however, will
not, it is said, be mueh over $35,000.
The restaurant in which the fire started
is on the ground floor. The flames
jumped up throogh the dommy elevator,
and burned the asbetos off the dead-
walls, in such « manner that the police
will be unable to make sny further in-
vestigation, even if they desired to do
g0, People remained about the building
all mght, and the police had hard work
to keep them from placing themeelves

in positions where they were liable to
be injured by falling timbers.
